-for that uſe, and no ways encouraged, inticed, or feduced to Deſert the ſame, nor reſet, harboured and ſheltered when they Deſert, 
or forlake the ſaid Service,or leave the ſame, otherways than by allowancegand a Paſs granted by their Superior Officers,conformto the 
Rules of Military Diſcipline; And that it is both the Intereſt of Our Service,and Honour of this Our antient Kingdom, That the Regi- 
ments-now to be-Embarqued, ſhould be full and compleaty, Therefore We, with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, pe- 
. remptorily Prohibit and Diſcharge, all and ſundry Our SubjeRs within this Kingdom, whether Officers or Soldiers, or other perſons 
-whatſomevyer, to intife, perſwade, or ſeduce any of the Souldiers in Our Service, and under Our Pay, and particularly'in the Regi- 
ments under the -Command of the Lord Strathnaver, Sir Jewes Leſly, Collonel Buchar, and Collonel — © emilide, 'or 
| -any of them, now ready to be Embarqued, and Tranſported to Flanders, To Deſert, orleave Our faid Service, or fo ſhelter, con« 
_ - -ceal, harbour, reſet and intertain any Soldier who Deſerts, or unduly leaves Our ſaid Servicez And particularly any of the faids 
Regiments': Or who has Deſerted, left, -or run-away from the fame, fince the firſt Day of November lalt, without baving a Paſs, 
ſigned and ſubſcribed by the Captain and Commanding Officer 'of the Regiment'for the time, in'which the faid Souldier or Souldiers laſt 
ſerved; Certifying all who ſhall come in the contrair bereof, that they and each of them ſhall be lyable for each” Sauldier intiſtd,de- 
ſerting, or reſet,as ſaid is,in the ſum of an hundred pounds Scots to be decerned to be payed tothe Captain under whom the faid Souldis - 
*er Served,by the ordinary Magiſtrat of the.place, where the Tranſgrefſor lives, and that by and attour the delivering up to the ſaid vr 
'tain, the perſon of the Deſerter, or furniſhing another ſufficient Sovidier in his ſtead? And for the more effeRual Obſervance of the 
Premiſſes, We, with Advice forefaid, Requireand Command the Collonels, and other Officers of the teſpeRtive Regimnerits, who are 
foftay and remain within this Kingdom, to deliver up to the Collonels and other Officers of the Regiments to be Tranſported for Flan- . 
ders all Defertersfince the firſt of November laRt,trom any of the faids Regiments to be Tranſported,who arc,or have been in Service,or 
Retained jn the Regiments that are to ſtay at Home, . and that before Imbarquing of the ſaids Regiments to be Tranſported, under the 
pain forefaid ; And turthergthat the Ofhcers of the ſaids Regiments to ſtay at Home; with the Aſſiſtance and'Concurrence of any Magiſtrat 
ofthe Bounds, and no otherways, ſeize and apprehend all-concealed Deſerters of theſe Regiments whom they can diſcover, and give ac- 
count of them to the Commander in Chiet of Our Forces, To the effe& that they may be ſent abroad to the reſpe@iye Regiments to 
which they belong, And to the effe@ that not only the Forces to ſtay at home, but all Our Leidges may know their hazard in the Pre- 
'miſſes, We, with Advice foreſaid, Prohibit and Diſcharge ary perſon who hath been in Our Service, tobe received as a Tennent 
by any Heretor, or Servant to any M:ſter of Family, or harboured by any perſon, or any Deſerter of the Regiments to go abroad 
fince the firſt of November laſt, to be received Souldier in any Regiment ox Company which ſtays at home,who ſhall not have a Paſs 
ſigned and ſubſcribed in manner forcſaid: As alſo, that no'$ tranger, though not a Deſerter, be received at any time betwixtand the 
fifteenth of ay next, by any Heretor or Maſter of Family, to refide with bim without a ſufficient Teſtimonial from'the Sheriff or 
his Deputs, or a Juſtice of Peace, or other 'Magiſtrats ofthe Boundsfrom whence they laſt came z Certifying all and every one, who 
contrary hereto ſhall receive, reſet, or conceal any Soldier, known to him to be a Deſerter, or Stranger without Paſs '6r Teſtimonial 
foreſaid, betwtxt and the faid fifteenth Day of May, that they ſhall be lyable in the'penalty above-mentioned, to be decerned to be. 
Payed in. manner above-expreſt, Andiaſtly, for the moreeffeQual reclaiming of ſuch as have Deſerted, to return to their Service, We 
with Advice foreſaid, Do fully Pardon and lndemnifie all and every one of the ſaids Deſerters of the ſaids Regiments to be Tranſport= 
ed'to Flanders, whoſhall return to their Duty and Service, and render themſelves either tothe ſaids Officers, before the ſaids Regiments 
ſhall be Embarqued, or to the Commander in Chief of Our Forces, betwixt and thefirft Day of Mey next tocome ; Certifying all ſach 
a ſhalldeſpiſe or negle& this Our Gracious Offer, that if thereafter apprehended, they ſhall be puniſhed without Mercy: . And this Pro- 
-clamation to continue and endure until the fifteenth Day of May next tocome, and no longer, but prejudice of former Proclamations 
emitted againſt Deſerters, and the Officers their Right ro them by vertue thereof, OUR WILL IS HEREFORK, and We Charge 
you ſtraitly and Command, that incontinent theſe Our'Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſfſe of Ediuburgh, and to the remanence 
Mercat-Croſles of the Head-Burghs of the ſeveral Shires of this our antient Kingdom, and there, in Our Name and Authority, by open 
Proclamation, make intimarion of the Premiſſes, And Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed, and Publiſhed at,and affixed upon the Doors 
of all the Paroch-Churches within this Kiagdom,
